DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art is 
Schrenk (U.S. 5,540,978) in view of Arends et al (U.S. 5,360,659). While Schrenk discloses a 
laminate with reflectance of less than 25% it only explicitly discloses it up to 700 nm and Arends 
only discloses using an optical pairing gradient in which 2/3 's of the layers have a very thin 
thickness (i.e. 0.1 1 1 vs. 0.778) and it is not clear even for those relative thicknesses (i.e. 0.1 1 1) if 
the layers would have an actual thickness of less than 30 nm for 75% of the layers. 

2. The prior art in general does not teach or make obvious a 5 or more resin layer laminate 
with changing thicknesses in which 75% of the layers having a thickness of less than 30 nm and 
the maximum reflectivity over 400 to 2500 nm for unpolarized light is 25% or less in 
conjunction with the other limitations of claim 1 .
